Applicant's cooperation in correcting the informalities in the drawings and specification is 
appreciated. Applicant's cooperation in amending the claims to overcome the claim 
objections relating to informalities as well as indefinite claim language is also appreciated. 

Claims 1-11 were cancelled; and claims 12-22 were newly added.

said rollers, said control ring, said nozzle ring, said vanes, and a vane 
orientation mechanism being assembled as a modular unit being inserted into 
said housing as a one piece."
